Whereas the intention of the Government of Goa to add 
the Part - I of the Schedule to the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 
( Central Act 11 of 1948 ) (hereinafter called the sajd Act ), 
the employment namely , “ Employment in any commercial 
or industrial establishment engaged in commercial, manufac 
turing and service activities , other than that covered under 
any of the other entries in this Schedule ” , (hereinafter called 
the " said proposal" ), was notified , as required by section 27 
of the said Act, in the Official Gazette , Series I, No. 4 , dated 
22-4-1999 , vide Notification No. CL / 3-11/( 31 )/ 99 / 1959 dated 
6-4-1999 , of the Department of Labour, Government of Goa 
(hereinafter called the said Notification ), inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, within three months from the date of publication of 
the said Notification in the Official Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on 22-4-1999; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions have been 
received from the public on the said proposal, by the 
Government. 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 27 of the said Act, the Government of Goa hereby. 
adds the following employment to Part - I of the Schedule 
to the said Act, namely : 

" Employment in any commercial or industrial establish 
ment engaged in commercial, manufacturing and service 
activities , other than that covered under any of the other 
entries in this Schedule ."

1. Short title.---- This Actmay be called the Goa Appropria 
tion ( Vote on Account) Act, 1999 . 


2.- Withdrawal of Rs. 639,88,62,000 from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa for the financial year 
1999-2000.- From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
State ofGoa there may be withdrawn sumsnot exceeding those 
specified in column 3 ofthe Schedule amounting in the aggregate 
to the sum of six hundred and thirty -nine crores , eighty - eight 
lakhs and sixty - two thousand rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during 
the financial year 1999-2000. 

3. Appropriation .---- The sums authorised to be withdrawn 
from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa 
by this Act shall be appropriated for the services and purposes 
expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said year .
